A Review of the 


T is a commonplace of reflection that 
staring them in the face, The carriages 
of the London Tube trains always contain 
a fow men pulling their pipes and cigarettes 
as they gaze thoughtfully at the notices 
felling them not to smoke, Poe's story, 
“The Purloined Lotter,’ toms on the 
fact that police officers in. search of a 
‘stolen document could not find it because 
it was almost ostentationsly displayed 
in an open letter-rack, One of Mr. G. 
K. Chesterton's ‘ Father Brown stories, 
‘The Invisible Man,’ turns on the fact 
that watchers let an expected murderer 
come and go without noticing him, for 
the simple reason that he was so 
remarkably conspicuons—because he was 
postman in uniform, knocking loudly 
at doors, and carrying the evidence of 
hiis crime in a bulging letter-bi 
These things are ‘parables, helping 
tus to understand why so many professed 
‘educationists ate slow to see in broad- 
casting a powerful educational force. 


'$ an educationist T often find myself 
wishing that education could be 
called by another and more. cheerful 
ttame. Many people seem incapable, of 
fecognizing education, unless it is a 
process carried on inside buildings by 
Gespised and depressed persons called 
teachers. I tumed hopefully the other 
day to a little book called ' The Future 
of Education.’ Did I find there a blithe 
‘Vision of new forces applicable to human. 
developmicnt—easy transport swift fight, 
television, motion-pictures, wireless: 
transmission, and soon? T did not. E 
found proposals for a change in the 
administration, classification and nomen 
lature of schools and. colleges 

Education as something derived from 
the contact of mind with mind, and 
character with character, is all too rarely 
tonsidered and so we have come to think 
ff it as something terminable—as pro 
ceeding in quite definite stages (according to 
social tlass) up to the age of fourteen or 
evenicen or twenty-one, when, we assume, 
it ceases. There used to be‘ finishing schools," 
proudly so called ; and even now the idea 
Of completion at some point is fixed in our 
minds. But our education is finished when 
‘we have learned that there is no end to it 
The best schools are those that show us 
ow to get on without them. 

What’ seems to me peculiarly valuable 
fn the’ broadcasting of talks and lectures 
{ that it declares the unending continuity 
of education and, at the same time, enables 
the contact of mind with mind to’ proceed 
in a way that transcends the possibilities 
of actual intercourse,
